SA.N PBAKOISCO, August 6,- At tha 


third day's session of the National En 
campment to-day, the Committee ou 
Resolutions submitted a report denonnc 
ing polygamy and that Congress be 
aaked to pass such laws as will eradicate 
the evil from the country. A feature of 
the afternoon session was a discussion 
over the Service Pension bill. The De- 
partment of Massachusetts offered a reso- 
lution favoring the passage by Congrass 
o! the Levering bill, wnicb provides a 
pension of $8 a month to each surviving 
soldier and sailor of the war, whether 
disabled or not. The Committee on 
llesidutions, to whom the matter was 
ireferred, reported adversely. Bennett, 
of Indiana, submitted a minority rcpoit, 
favoring the meiisnre. Tho vote was 
first taken on the latter, and wsx-s de- 
feated by 327 to 8G. Several efforts 
wero made daring the day to bring up 
the consideration of the next Encamp- 
ment plaoe, but without tivnil. A ses- 
sion will be held this evening, when it 
is hoped both the selection of the En- 
campment and the election of officers 
will be accomplished. 


St. Louis is selected as the place for 


the next National Encampment, by a 
vote of 213 to 171 for Nashville. Tba 
Encampment then proceeded to the 
election of a Commander-in-Chief. Tan- 
uer, of New York, was proposed by 
Patch, of Massachusetts, after which 
Lucius Fiurchild, of Wisconsin; Jo.hn 
Burst, of Illinois; John P. Kea, of Min- 
nesota, and John A. Keynolds, of New 
York, ware placed in nomination, with 
the following result: Whole number of 
votes cast, 441; necessary to a choice 222; 
Tanner, 112; Fairchild, 158; Burst, 71; 
Eeyuolds, 37; Kae, G2. Rae and Key- 
nolds withdrew in favor of Fail-child, 
and the second ballot proceeded with, 
•when Fiat-child was electedCotutnauder- 
••n-Chief.

The trouble with the land question ia 
that w« know so^little of the facts. 
False statements and wild guesses are 
always floating through the nenspaperw, 
and after a time come to be accepted as 
truths, and used as a basis for schemes 
and theories. By and by some one puts 
them to-the test of examination, and 
they ate found to have no better foun- 
dation than conjecture. Only the other 
day we published an extract from a 
speech delivered by a Senator of the 
United States, stating that there were in 
this-country 700,000,000 acres of land 
which were non-arable without irriga- 
tion, and that there was only water 
enough to irrigate 30,000,000 
acres. 


This statement was taken up by Henry 
M. Teller, late Secretary of the Interior, 
and now Senator from Colorado, and 
was pronounced to be the veriest guess 
in the world. No steps, he added, have 
ever been taken to ascertain how much 
land can be irrigated, how much needs 
irrigation ui-'how mueh water is availa- 
ble for the purpose. Mr, Teller knows 
as much about the public lands as any 
man in the country. 


Another statement, which is con- 


stantly hppearing in the papers, is that 
the public domain is nearly exhausted. 
Tbis rests to some extent on assertions 
and estimates coutaiued in publications 
issued by tho Lixnd Department. 
Yet 


it is a guess, and a guess based on im- 
perfect information. 
In the conrsa of 


the debate to which reference has beon 
made, W. Teller was asked by George, 
of Mississippi, if he could estimate the 
aironnt of arable land still owned by 
the United States, and which did not 
need irrigation to make it available. 
The ex-Secretary replied that he had 
seen the area estimated at 200,000,000 
acres, but that it must be twice as much, 
for fully 400,000,000 acres have been 
surveyed and stand upon the books as 
arable land. It would thus appear that 
the public domain t,t\ll contains five 
iroes us much arable land, open to set- 
tlement under th« homestead liny, os 
there is in all Great Britain aud Ireland 
—which support 38,000,000 of people. 
Suva we not been a little hasty in con- 
sidering ourselves landless? 


Inquiry at the United States Lund 


Office in this city as to the amount of 
arable Inud still in Government owner- 
ship in thit) Stuto fuils to ehciJ icforma 
tion. No one^seems to know anything 
about the matter. 
All 'that can be 


earned is that there are a great many 
millions of acres of Government land 
unoccupied, and while the bulk of this 
cannot bo cultivated without irrigation, 
a large'portion may be classed as arable 
without artificial water supply. Sot 
quite one-tenth of the soil of ths State 
s under cultivation. In Texas, which 
s the only State in the Union surpassing 
California in size, only 35,000.000 acres 
ire in farms out of 170,000,000 iicres. 
Iti Colorado, iu 1880, out of 66,000,000 
acres of arable land, only 5,000,000 
were under cultivation. Theproponion 
i even less in Oregon, Washington, 
Sfevuda, Utah, Idaho, Montana aucl 
Dakota. Thcie is room for a good 
many millions of people on these vacant 
auds, and if grumblers at the injustice 
of the social sysUai would all go to 
work to makti themselves faimers on 
he public domain, we sftould hear less 
of the ills of poveity, and the product- 
ive capacity of the nation would be 
nci cased.
